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Bucks Farms 
Are Fewer, 
But Bigger

From Tennessee to the New England states, 
Bucks County eggs arc eaten for breakfast. Milk 
from the county’s prize cows is delivered to doors 
in Philadelphia, Allentown, Trenton and the sur­ 
rounding areas. 
Vegetables picked on our truck farms arc 
sold in Philadelphia and New York with Bucks 
County-grown flowers and ornamental plants. 
Newtown tomatoes go into Campbell’s soup and 
juice sold in cans all over the nation. 
These products are part of the $24,000,000 
Bucks County farm yield, which has stayed at 
that level 15 to 20 years despite the loss of many 
acres of farmland to the homes, factories and 
business places that have invaded the county 
since 1950. 


Farms Fewer, Bigger 


Mechanization and efficiency have enabled 
Rucks County to hold its high production rate 
on fewer acres. 
Farms are fewer but bigger. 
From 1950 to the present, the number of farms 
dropped from 3,750 to 2,730. 
But the average 
farm, meanwhile, rose in size from 69.3 to 84.3 
acres. 
Dairy farming is the biggest phase of Bucks 
County agriculture. 
Bucks dairy farms, in and north of the New­ 
town area, provide $5,900,000 worth of milk a 
year. 
Bucks ranks 
14th in dairy production 
among Pennsylvania’s 67 counties. 
We're third in poultry farming, behind Lan­ 
caster and York Counties! with $4,800,000 in an­ 
nual products. 
Poultry farming, mostly in egg 
production, is Bucks County’s second busiest 
farm activity. 
Next comes vegetables, mostly from Lower 
Bucks, including the spacious King Farms in 
Falls Township. Oats, wheat and hay sold off the 
farm is tile fourth greatest Bucks product, with 
(Continued on Tape 3.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. ll P l) — A Navy Van­ 
g u a rd missile hurtled into the skies today bearing a 20- 
inch satellite on an historic new mission to study atmos- 
pere conditions that cause the earth's turbulent weather. 
Immediate mission of the 


The U.S. launched the first of at least 
four meteorological satellites today 
in a program to gain the first global 
picture of weather on earth. The ex­ 
periment depends on two photocells 
which scan the earth’s surface and 
cloud masses. 
The information 
is 
stored on a tape recorder, which will 
be “interrogated” during every orbit. 
The equipment is adapted to a 20- 


inch satellite shell. The sphere and 
all components weight 21 >/> pounds. 
The principal parts are (I) the photo­ 
cell light shield. 
(2) the recorder.
